WOOl AND 11IDES. 


That there will be an adjustment of 


tariff schedules at the abort session of 
the present Congress or at an extra 
•eaalon of the next Congress, is now 
rerjr generally conceded. When that 
adjustment la made Western Senators 
and Representatives should see that 
tbere la a doty imposed on hides as 
well as on wool. Tbo original TJcKia- 
ley bill provided for a specific duty of 
one dollar on hides. This brought 
Massachusetts leather manufacturers 
to Washington iin force, and their per- 
•uaalfea were sufficient to have the 
clause Imposing a tariff 
on hides 


utrloken front the bill. 


Tbere ia not an argument that can be 


advanced in favor of wool that does 
not apply with equal force to hides. WB 
do not pruduce enough of either to 
supply the home demand, and if an 
artificial price ia to be placed ou wool, 
for the benefit of woolgrowere, it should 
be placed 0:1 hides for the benefit of 
farmers and cattlemen. Almost every 
farmer in the country has a half-dozen 
or more hides to dispose of annually, 
»ud if be has to pay an artificial price 
for his woolens, tho woolgrower should 
assist the farmer by paying an artifi- 
cial priue for his boots. Besides, us 
oue of the objects of a tariff is to pro- 
vide revenue for the support of the 
Government, hides are as available for 
that purpose aa wool. As it now is, the 
manufacturers of wool and leather are 
protected from foreign competition by 
a reasonably high tariff, while the pro- 
ducers ot wool and hides are alfordeil 
no protection, whatever. This is uot 
fair to' the woolgrowor and farmer, ac- 
cording to the present idea of tariff 
legislation, and they should bo given a 
share of the protection of which the 
manufacturer has a monopoly. 


Years'eigo the theory of thoso who 


advocated a high tariff was' that it gave 
employment to the people. Thau the 
advocates of that theory believed iu 
letting all ths raw material that wns 
offered come into the country free of 
duty, give employment to the poople 
manufacturing it, and when the wants 
of our people were supplied, soil the 
surplus to foreign countries. 
That 


theory does not prevail to-day, the Re- 
publican idea being to increase the 
price to borne consumers and sell the Bur- 
plus to foreign customers for less than 
the home price. This may be right. At 
any rate every trust in the county 
favors it aud aa they ars tho dominant 
power iu the country, their views, 
whether right or wrong, will prevail un 
der the next Administration as they 
have under Mr. Cleveland. However, 
if the farmers of the West will combine 
and insist on a tariff on bides as well 
as oil wool, Congress cannot ignore 
thair demands, as they are reasonable. 
A dollar increase in the price of a hide 
will add that much to the price of 
every steer on the range or ranch. 


General ia right, the duties of Gov- 
ernor having devolved upon Lieutenant 
Governor Sadler at the time of the 
death of Governor Jones, as the consti- 
tution provides. No provision is made 
for the election of a Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in such- an event, and it Gov- 
ernor Sadler should resign the office of 
Lieutenant Governor it will not be con- 
tended that, be could act as Governor.

WILLIAM D. HOWELLS DESCRIBES THE 


GAY FUNCTION. 


It Wo* Pleasant Enough For tbe Yonng 


Dancers, bat the Chaperon Withered 
Away Among Moldcrlne Mothers—Eino-' 
tlons of tho Toung nnd the Not Young, s 
Mr. W/D.: Howells' novelette "An 


Open Eyed Conspiracy," in The Cen- 
tury, contains the following description 
of that important social function, a 
Saratoga bop: 


She and the evening were equally lit- 


ed for the event to which they scorned 
qtwlly dedicated. The dancing was to 
e out of doors on a vast planning, or 
latform, set up in the heart of that 
josky court which the hotel incloses. 
Vrountl this platform drooped the glim, 
all Sarntognn trees, and over it hung 
ae Saratogan sky, of a nocturnal Wuo 
ery rare in our latitude, with tho stars 
aint in its depths, and by and by a 
vhite moon that permitted itself a 
modest competition with tho olectvio 
ights effulgent everywhere. There was 
i great crowd of people in the portico, 
he vestibule and the inner piazzas aud 
>u the lawn around tho platform, wl'oro 
'the trodden weed" sent up the sweet 
scent of bruised grass in the cool night 
air. My foolish old heart bounded with 
i pulse of youth at the thought of all 
iho gay and tender possibilities of such 
a scene. 


But tho young people under my care 


seemed in no haste to mingle in it. Wo 
Idstera are always fancying youth ini 
patient, but there is no time of life 
which has so much patience. It behaves 
as if it had eternity before it—an eter- 
nity of youth—instead of-a few day a 
md years and then tho frosty pow. We 
who are young no longer think 
v.-o 


would do so and so if we wore young, 
ns women think they would do BO and 
so if they were mou, but if wo v.'ero 
really yonng again we should not do at 
all what-wo think..

onr emotions; wo should not press for- 
ward to discharge our duties or rcpuiv 
our mistakes; wa should cot soizo ibe 
occasion to make a friend or reconcile1 
an enemy; we should let weeks aud 
months go by in tho realization of <i 
passion and trust all sorts of contingen- 
cies and accidents to help ns out .with 
its confession. The thoughts of yon ih' 
are very long, nud its conclusions iwo 
deliberate and delayed and often with- 
held altogether. It is age which is trem- 
ulously eager in theso matters aud rur.- 
not wait with the fine patience of na- 
ture in her growing inooda. 


As soon even as I was in tho hou'l I 


was impatient to press through to ilm 
place where the.'dancing- WHS, 
iinrt 


where I already heard tho baud play- 
ing. ' I knew very well I hat when wu 
got there I should- have to sit dowu 
somewhere on the edge of the platform 
with tbe other frumps and fogies and 
begin taking cold in my dreso coat and 
want to doze off without being able to,' 
while my young people were waltzing 
together or. elso promenading up and 
down, ignoring mo or recognizing rue by 
the offer of a fan and the question 
whether I was not simply melting. I 
have seen how the poor chaperon faies 
at such times. But they, secure of their 
fun, were by no means desirous to have 
it over or even to have it begin. They 
dawdled through the thronged hotej. 
office, where other irresponsible pairs 
were coming and going under tho ad- 
miring eyes of the hotel loungers, and 
they wandered up and'down the waste 
parlors and sat on tote-a-tetes just to 
try them apparently, and Miss Gage 
verified in the mirrors the beauty which 
was reflected in all eyes.
